The aggre- 
gate value of our foreign trade has 
declined over one third during the 
past year. During the twelve 
months ended Novenfber 30th, ex 
ports were valued at $631,000,000 
as compared with $928,000,000 in 
the previous year. A large part ©. 
this may be attributed to the de 
cline in the value of wheat expor- 
ted and to smaller shipments 0! 
base metals but exports of news- 
print and other pulp and paper 
products, automobiles, rubber 
tires agricultural implements, bey 
erages and asbestos have also tal- 
len off. Imports declined = from 
$1,033,000,000 to $648,000,000 dur 
ing the same period. Prices have 
been declining steadily, so that the 
decrease in volume is by no ineans 
as great as the difference in total 
value would seem to indicate. 


Canada has been fortunate § in 
maintaining her production ana 
general business activities at pre 
sent levels when other countries 
are faced with conditions of the 
greatest difficulty. Unemployment 
and its accompanying hardships 
have been felt less in Canada than 
in most countries. Promising fea 
tures in the present economic out- 
look include the healthy condition 
of savings deposits, the strong 
technical position of Canadian 
manufacturers and a prosperous 
gold mining industry. The decline 
in activity of trade has been re-
